Kohima is 
10 miles from Zubza and the responsibilliy for keeping the 
line of communication open from milc 35 to mile 47 fell 
to the Provincial Armed Constabulary Post at Zubza . When 
the patrol reached a point between mile 87 and 38 , they were 
guddenly fired upon heavily by about 300 arıncd Naga hostiles 
who had taken well trenched positions and laid an ambush . 
A nuinber of the patrol party were killed and injured , Pla 
toon Commander Devi Prasad was severely wounded. The 
hostiles called on the Police to surrender. Platoon Comman 
der Devi Prasad , however , rallied the remnants of his sinall 
force and personally exhorted their to fight back . He con 
tinued to direct and encourage his men until he guccumled 
to his wounds. Inspired by his example and courageous 
leadership Ils men inflicted heavy casualties on the hostiles 
and held them in check until policc reinforcements antived 
from Zubza and compelled the hostiles to withdraw . But

The first vehicle sustained 
direct hits . The driver was injured and the vehicle immobilig 
cd . The second vehicle with Head Constable Padam Singh in 
cominand and driven by Constable Gajraj Singh , however, tan 
the gaunlict of the hostile ambush and succceed in reaching 
the end of the ambush between miles 37 and 38 . Head Con 
stable Padain Singh ordered his men to take a positions on 
the ridge and by continuous and accurate hre compelled those 
in that arca to withdraw into the jungle . Shri Ramn Oudh 
Singh who was in the third vehicle , ordered his inen to take 
positiong on the side of the ridge and opened fire on thic 
hostiles resulting in the withdrawal of the reinaindler. 

Throughout this encounter Sarvashri Ram Oudh Singh , 
Padam Singh and Gajraj Singh displayed courage and devo 
tion to cluty of a high order ,

Shri Abani Kanta Dutta cstablished an intelligence postal 
Chudhuyimlang in Changkikong Range , Mokokchung Suls 
division , Naga Hills District, on the 25th April, 1956 , and from 
that day onwards served there collecting very valuable infor 
mation about the hostile camps , their activities and plans, 
which he passed on to the army authorities resulting in many 
successful raids by thc troops . The most important of these 
way the capturc of the Ao area headquarters from whichi a 
number of documents were seized . This was a grcat loss to 
the hostiles who marked Shri Dutta , and in fact all members 
of the intelligence service , down fur revenge from that date. 
Shri Dutta however continued undaunted to personally guille 
any troops new to the area , and often travelled without any 
escort in hostile Lerritory to contact his various sourcey . Ile 
yalnel the confidence of the Nagas and his popularity with 
them was a furtlicr cause of annoyance to the hostiles. 

On thc 18th August 1957 , Shri Dutta had gone to 
Chudhuyimlang and on his way back was attacked by several 
well armed hostilcs. He tried to defend himself but way 
killed . 

Throughout the period of sixteen noonths during which 
Shri Dutta operated in the Ao arca , his life was constantly in 
danger but hic dich not permit this fact to dctcr him from 
doing his duty which he performed with grcat courage and 
for which he laid down his lifc .

(i) A well organised indigenous inilk condensing and dry 

ing industry should be established as spccdily as 
possible noi only to meet the royuirements of con 
llengel, evaporate and Tricd milk but also to pro 
vidc a rcmuncrative outlet for surplus milk available 
in certain arcas which is not being marketed very 
profitably at present . Tliis step would adet to rural 

prosperity . 
(il) in selecting locations for milk inanufacturing plants 

thc Huil milk requirements , present of futurc , of 
large consuming centres should not be lost sight of. 
In fact, these requirements should be satisfecl first 
and only surplus inilh nol leyuired for liquid con 
sumpiliou shouild be used for manufacturing purposes 
and , wherever possible , a inilk products factory should 

bc cquippel 10 handlc markat milk as well. 
(iii ) To make thc country self-sufficient in infant milk 

foods and whole milk powder, botlı of wliichi are 
rcquired for consumption by priority Consuiners , 
preference should be given to the manufacture of these 
products rather than butter / ghce and skim milk 
powder, both in the existing plants and the new 

plants coming up in the public and private sectors. 
( iv ) Due to lack of care exerciscd in the production of 

milk under Indian conditions, it gets hcavily con 
taminated withi bacteria wliich reduces its keeping qua 
lity . In order to avoid such contamination , milk 
should be produced hygicnically and extension work 

should be undertaken by coinpelent technical staff. 
(v ) Extension service is necessary to increase and inten 

sily milk production in the selected arcas . The exten . 
sion work should consist of organisation of producers 
co -operatives to market milk and to arrange supply 
of food , fodder , Icrtiliser , etc . Special Staff necessary 
for this purpose should be employed by the State 

Governments concerned . 
( vi) Priority should be given by the States concerned for 

providing a network of all weather roads for the 
transport of milk from thc rural areas to milk pro 

cessing plants. 
(vii) The qucstion of indigenous manufacture of dairy 

equipment should be cxamined speedily by the Minis 
try of Commerce and Industry in collaboration with 
the Ministry of Food and Agriculture and foreign 
exchange necessary for plants which cannot be fabri 
catcd indigenously should be released so that the 
projected inilk power plants in the Second live Icar 

Plan may come up speedily . 
(viii) Milk yurveys should be carried out in existing milk 

pockets in different parts of the country . The results 
of these surveys would be helpful in implementing the 
schemex for thc development of milk powder industiy 
both in the public as well as private sectors. In the 
opinion of the Committee there are many areas in 
Andhra Pradesh , Bihar , Boinbay, Madras , Myyole , 
Madhya Pradexli , Uttar Pradesh and Punjab where 
milk powder and milk condensing plants can bc vel 
up . This should , however , bc confirmed by carrying 
out detailed milk surveys, and a dchuile plan prepar 
ed as carly as possille for the establishment 
of milk powder plants in different parts of the wun 
try during the next 5 to 7 years. The plan should 
also indicate which particular area would be best 
suited for the location of cwcensed milk plants . 
roller drying or spray drying plants. It would be 
desirable to entrust the work of carrying sollt milk 
survey to the Central Stall cmployed in Ministry of 

Food & Agriculture . 
( ix ) Both roller drying as well as spirr drying plants 

have their utility. The choice would depend uponi 
the availal»ility of milk , finances and the usage of 
milk powder in future, Roller drying should be 
adopted where the quantity of milk available is less 
thai 300 maunds per day or where skim milk , butter 
milk or they are to be dried for usc ay animal ſecd 
ot for manufacturing purposes . Baby foods can also 
be manufactured by roller drying procesy. Spray cry . 
ing should be adopted where dried milk iy to be 
reconstituted for use on the table .

them down and award the work by negotiations , 
This however does not take away the cxisting powers 
of the Superintending Engincer or Executive Engi 
neer LO award work upto the limits they are ein 
powered to do under the rules without call for 
tenders. 


3 . The Board shall have thc authority to co - opt as mem 
bers officers of other Departments, etc . iſ and when deemed 
desirable . 

4 . Other functions. The Board will undertakc such other 
responsibilities in connection with the execution of public 
works in Sikkim and Gyantse as thc Presllent may entrust 
to it from time to linie .

rales, item rates or lump sum basis . 
(vii) to advise the Government in regard to any other 

matter referred to it in connection with the award 
ol works, registration of contractors and execution 
of all works in Sikkiin and Gvantse .
